THE SEAL FISHERIES. 



Text ot Secretary Blaine's Latest 
Communication to Sir Julian ' 
Punucefote. 



Basis of the Negotiation* for which 
a Close Season ia Proposed. 

Sealing by Canadian and American 
Vessels to be Prohibited Till 
May, 1892 



Washington, Juno .1, — '] le State De- 
partment to-day made pnl-ilo the reoent 
correspondence on the 3olir; f ;«'s Sen fishery 
question. Tlio firut coniMmoiition'is from 
Secretary Bluine' to ''Sir Juj(an\Pauncefoto, 
and it reads us follows: 

Washington, IXC.., May 4, 1891. 

Sir:— During the month ot; March last, a 
few days ufterthe adjoilrni».»f.t of Congress, 
noting upon th«i instructions of the Presi- 
dent, I proposed to you lhi\l nmoduavivendi 
bo agreed upon touching the- seal fiaheiies, 
pending the result of arbitration of the 
questions at issua befcwetn the two govern- 
ments. The President's * first proposal, 
which I submitted to you, was that no 
Canadian sealers should came within a cer- 
tain number of miles of the Prybyloff 
Islands. It was, however, the conclusion ol 
the President ufter reading LordiSalibhury's 
dispatch of Fobruary 21at, that this morfiw 
vivendi might possibly provoke a conflict in 
tho Behring's Sen, and to avoid that result 
he instructed mo to propose that sealim; 
both on land und sea should ho suipemled 
by both nations during -the, progress of ihe 
arbitration, or during the season of 1891. 
On both occasions it was a conversational 
exchange of vierts. The first took place in 
my office at the stato deparrment, uud the 
second at my residence. The President 
was so desirous of a prompt response from 
Lord Salisbury to his second proposition, 
thut I venture to suggest that, you request 
an answer by cable, if reliable, as tho 
President was anxious to reo-ive an answer 
(which lie trusted would be favorable) lie 
fore he should set out on his tour of the Pacific 
States. He left Washington on the night 
of April 13th, without having heard a word 
from your Government. It was then a full 
mouth after he bad instructed me to open 
negotiations on the question, »nd the only 
probable inference was that Lord Salisbury 
would not ugreo to the proposal. The 
silence of Lord Salisbury implied, as seemed 
not improbable, that ho would not reBtruin 
the Canadian sealers from entering Uehring 
Sea, and, us all intelligence from British 
Colnmbiashowedthattbescalera weregetting 
ready to seal in larce numbers, tho President 
found that he could not with justice pre- 
vent the lessees from taking teils on the 
Prybyloff islands. Tha"P-f Vrniv there- 
fore; instructed the Secretuty of the Treas- 
ury, who has official charge of the mbject, 
to issue to the lessees the privilege of kill- 
ing on the islands the coming scasou the 
maximum number of sixty thousand seals, 
subject, however, to the absolute discretion 
and power of an agent appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to limit tho kill- 
ing to as small a number as the condition of 
the herd might in his opinion demand. 

On the 22nd of April, eight days after 
the President had left Washington, 
you notified mo when I was absent 
from the capitol, that the Marquis of 
Salisbury was ready to agree that all seal- 
ing should bo suspended pending the re- 
sult of arbitration. On the 23rd of April 
I telegraphed Lord Salisbury's proposition 
to the 1'resident. He replies on April 25th, 
expressing great satisfaction with Lord 
Salisbury 8 message, but instructing mo to 
inform you that "some seals must be killed 
by the natives for food;" that the lesees are 
bound under lenBC from the Government to 
fepd and care for the natives, making it 
necessary to send a ship to the Prybyloff 
Islands, each season, at their expense, and 
that for this service — a very expensive 
one — the lesees should find their compensa- 
tion in taking a moderate number of seals, 
under the lease. The President express. -d 
his belief t lint this allowance should be 
readily agreed to by Lord Salisbury, be- 
cause the nece'stty is absolute. You will 
remember that when I communicated this 
proposition from the President to you, on 
tho evening of April 27th, you did not agio i 
with the President's sugueation. On the 
contrary, you expressed yourself as confident 
that Lord Salisbury would not accept it. 
That ill your judgment the killing of seals 
must be out off absolutely on the land and 
in the water, and that it could not bo 
stopped on either unless stopped on both.

(absolutely necessary for clearly under- 
standing tho position of the Govern- 
ment) brings mo to a furthor 
statement which I am directed by tho 
president to submit. The president re 
fuses to believe that Lord Salisbury can 
possibly maintain the position you have 
tuken when his lordship is placed in full 
possession of the facts which I shall now 
submit to you somewhat in detail. 

When the privilege of killing seals on the 
Island of St. George and St. Paul in Bchring 
Sei wws leased to the North American 
Company for a certain sum per skin, lobe 
paid to the government, other duties of un 
onerous and costly and responsible charac- 
ter were imposed upon the company. 

Under their leuse the coiripuny is ob- 
liged to " Furnish to the inhabitants 
of tho Maud of St. George and St. Paul 
annually, such quantities or num 1 or of d> led 
salmon, and such quantity of salt and such 
number of -barreiu for preserving their 
supply of incut as tho secret try of the 
treasury shull fiom time to tiuio determine 

Tho company is further obliged to furnish 
to the iuhabi ants of these islands SO tons of 
coal annually, and a sufficient nuuib-r of 
comfort-thlc dwellings in which sa,id natives 
may reside, and shall keep such dwell n^s 
in nroper repair. The company is further 
obliged " To provide und keep in - epuir 
6uch suitublo houses us nny be no t -cssuiy, 
and aha'l est-blish und maintain dur ing 
eight months of each year proper schools 
for tho education of tbo children on suid 
islands, ihe same to be taught by competent 
teachers who shall be paid by tlio company 
a fair c unpen nation, all to the satisfaction of 
tho Secretury of tho Treasury. . The com- 
pany is further obliged "to maintain a suit- 
able house for religious worship, and will 
also provide a competent physician, or phy- 
sicians, and necessary und proper medicine 
and m dical supplies." Tho company is 
still further obliged "to provide the neces- 
saries of life for widows and orphans, agud 
and infirm inhabitants of said islands who 
are unable to provide fo? thems dvea," and 
it is fiually provided "that all ihe foregoing 
agreements nhall be done and performed by 
the company free from all c sis and chir/cs 
to said native inhabit aits of said isli'd J . 
or to the United States, and it in still 
further the duty of tho company to eiuu.uy 
the native inhabitants ot the « tid islands to 
perform sudi labor upon the islands as ihey 
are fitted to perform, aod to pay therefor a 



as iu its power all reasonable efforts to the 
comfort, health and educition, and p qiiioto 
morals and civilization of siid native inhabi- 
tants. In short, then, tho me.jns.of living, 
facilities for education, care of health, the 
religious teaching, training of young ami 
old in a community of over 300 persjns aro 
all imposed upon the company 
as its solemn duty by specific 
articles of the lease. I enclose you 
a copy of the census of 1890, giving every 
name of the 308 persons, old and young, 
mule and female, who constitute tho whole 
community of the Prybyloff Islands. 
Duties thus in.p.ised upon the uompany 
must be discharg. d annually with punctual, 
iiy and exactness. The comfort, pussibly 
the safety of ull these hum in beings, pecu- 
larly helpless when left tu themselves, is de- 
pendent upon the company under the lease, 
and tho lessees arc paid therefor by the gov- 
ernment in tho seal skins which the com- 
pany receives for their service. If the com- 
pany shall, as you say Lord Salisbury re- 
quests, be deprived of all privi- 
leges of tuking seals, they certainly 
could not be compelled to miuibter 
to the wants of these three hundred inhabi- 
tants for au entire year. If these islanders 
are to be left to the charity of the North 
Americans, under no more obligations to ex- 
tend it them than are other eii Urna of tho 
United States, it evident. y tequiies a con- 
siderable sum of money to furuioh the sup- 
plies named in the lea^e— supplies which 
must be can ird 4,000 miles on it specially 
chartered steamer. If tho les : ees are not 
to be allowed payment in any vtuy for tiio 
amount necessary to support these 30J peo- 
ple on the islands, then tliey will nuluially 
decline lo expend it. No approprition of 
money has been paid by Congress 
lor the purpose, and the Presi- 
dent cannot leuve these worthy and 
innocent people to the buz.rd ot 
starvation even to secure any form of agree- 
ment with Lord Salisbury touching si a. life. 
Seal life may be valuable, but the first du y 

fo the Government of the United States in 
the matter is to protect, bum 'ii life. Iu this 
exigeucy the President ins' nuts me lo pro- 
pose to Lord Salisbury that he concede to 
the Noith American Co. the right to take a 
sufficient number of seals, and no more than 
sufficient, to recompense them for their out- 
lay in taking care of the natives, and in the 
phrase of the President, "allcomm rciul 
killing of seals shall be prohibited, pending 
the results of the arbitruti -n." 

The Secretary of the Treasury has the 
right to fix the number nece-saiy to the end 
desired, After full co"s deration he has 
limited the number to 7,500 to be killed by 
the company 1 1 repay them for the outlay 
demanded for t'ie tupport of the 300 p-op o 
on the Prebyloff islands. He further direc s 
that no females be killed, and that thus Un- 
productive capacity of ihe herd shull nut b , 
to the slightest d groe, impaired. This 
point being fixed and agreed to, the pro- 
posed arrangement betwe< n tlieiwoeountr'n s 
should be ;n follows : — The Government ol 
the United States limits tho numb rnf seals 
to be killed on the islands for too purposes 
just described lb 7,f>00. The Government 
of tho United Stites guarantees that no 
seals shall bu killed in the open wa'ors of 
Behring's Sea by any person or on any 
vessel soiling under the American Hug, or 
by American oltiz-ns sailing under onv other 
flag. The Government of Gnat Britain 
guarantees that no souls shall be killed in 
the open waters of the Behring's Sea by any 
person on any vessel sailing under the 
Briiish flsg, and that no liiitish subject 
shall engage in killing seals for tbo time 
agreed upon on uny vessels sailing under 
any other flag. Tho-e prohibitions shall 
continue until the fust, duy^-'f May, 
1892, within which time tho arbitrators 
shall render a final award or awards to both 
Governments. These Buvoral propositions 
are submitted for tho consideration of Lord 
Satisbnry. The President believes that 
they aro calculated to produce a result at 
once fair and honorable to both Govern- 
ments, anil thus lead to to the pormanont 
adjustment of a controversy which has 
already been left too long ut issue.

SUNDAY. 

Ottawa, May 31. —Sir John Micdonald's 
condition is practically unchanged since last 
evening, except that his vital powers seem 
gradually weakening. Touching references 
t ) the dying premier were made in all tho 
churcheB, both Catholic and Protestant, 
to-day. 

Sir John's life now hangs on a slender 
thread. Ho is fighting with characteristic 
tenacity against the dread visitor, but wiih 
vitality slowly ebbing away. The unequal 
struggle cannot bo much longer maintained. 
Since Friday afternoon, though deprived' of 
the power of speech/he has maintained that 
cheerfulness for which ho ib so noted in 
health. Though still conscious, lie 
realizes that his doom is approach- 
ing, and seems prepured for the 
final call. With his left arm, which is 
s:ill serviceable, he makes known his de- 
sires. Ho passed the night quietly, und en- 
joyed a period of brief rest. Whenever 
Ludy Macdonald enters the sick room, his 
fuce, which has assumed an ashen hue, lights 
up. Nothing can deccribo tho attachment 
he entertains for the talented woman, who 
for many years has b;en tho wife of Can- 
ada's greatest stuto-man. Tho windows of 
the sick room are flung wide open as the 
heat is oppressive. In the ante-room is a 
large table, on which lie hundreds of cable* 
grams and disp\tchea from England, Canada 
and the United States, which arrive mo- 
mentarily. Two secretaries are busily en- 
gaged dictating to assistants. Queen Vic- 
toria, Lord Salisbury, Lord Lornc, Lord 
Lansdowne, and score] of distinguished 
people have sent cablegrams of inquiry, 
coupled with regrotB at the premier's con- 
dition.

Ottawa, Juno 1. — lp.m. — Sir John's con- 
dition is much the same. Ho is a little 
weak. The nurse has just turriod him from 
the left to the right side, and he took some 
liquids. 

2 p. m. — Very little change in Sir John. 
In a weak condition, but conscious. 

Earnsoliffe, 7 p.m. — Sir John's condition

Ottawa, Juno 1. — Senators Allen, Miller 
and Botsford have been created Privy Coun- 
cillors. They are all ex-Spcalcera of the 
Senate, and their appointment ns Privy 
Councillors may ba taken as an adoption of 
the Borne principle as that recently insti- 
tuted regarding the Speakers of the House 
of Commons. . 

In the Senate, to-day, Hon. Mr. -Abbott 
s dd the Government had taken the greatest 
passible pains to lay before the Itiiperial 
Government fully their views on the subject 
of Behring's Sea, including their view* with 
regard to the stoppage of tho traffic of those 
sealers who have already left the Pacific 
Coast, and some of them the Atlantic 
Coust, for the fisheries. It would not be 
proper for one at this stage, without the 
papers, to discuss the details of the ar- 
rangements, which aro not absolutely com- 
pleted, although approximately near com- 
pletion ; but, I may say, there is no point 
oa which any precaution to preserve the 
interests of Canudian fishermen has been 
neglected in our communications -with the 
Imperial Government. 

In the Senate, to-day, Hon. Mr. Abbott 
made an announcement with respect to the 
Premier's condition. 

The Houso of Commons sat all evening 
discussing the motion of Mr. Davin that 
second homesteads be allowed those 
settlers in the Territories between 1883 and 
188(5. The Government opposed theniotion 
nn the .ground that tbo new Land Act 
would deal with the matter. The debate 
was adjourned. The division on the 
Government's majority was fourteen. Mr. 
D&vih called Hon. Mr. Dewduey a grten 
grocery statesman. Mr. Dewdney got buck 
at him by references to Mr. Davin's conduct 
ut Ottawa since the Parliament opened. 

Mr. Cameron (Huron) thinks lie bus struck 
oil in connection with the diversion of Sea- 
bird Island in British Columbia, from the 
purposes of an Indian Reservation to white 
men, and will move for the pipers. 

Mr. Turte is calling for all papers in con- 
nection with the tenders for the construc- 
tion of the Esquin.alt dock. 

Mr. Courtney, Deputy Minister of 
Finance, has gone to England in connsction 
with the redemption loan of a million 
dollars. 

Mr. Corbonld bus arrived from Vancouver 
this morning. He was warmly -welcomed 
by his brother members. 

Sir Artoine A. Dorion, Chief Justice of 
the Queen's Bench court, and formerly a 
leader of the Quebec Liberal patty, died 
yesterday in Montreal. He was for many 
years one of the most prominent figures in 
Canadian public life. Sir A. A. Dorion wag 
one of the best known and most deservedly 
respaited of the Liberal leaders in Lower 
Canada. He belonged to the old Bouge 
school, of which ho was during his career 
one of the if not the most striking char- 
acter in its ranks. He was u leading figure 
in tho politics of his native province, 
where ho aptly illustrated the truth 
of the fact that a pronounced politician can 
do his duty by his country und ut the same 
time have the esteem of all who know him. 
He was u loading lawyer at the liar of Mou- 
Ired, but frequently it materially preju- 
diced his own private interests to remain a 
Liberal. He was a promin nt member of 
Montreal society. In 18">1 he entered the 
Canada Assembly, where be sit from 1854 
until the general election of 1861,, when he 
was d feuted, und wus then elected for 
Hoohelaga until 1872, for which he Bat while 
a member of the Mackenzie Cabinet, only 
resigning when appointed Chief Justice of 
Quebec. Ho was in u number of Liberal 
Administrations, sut on tho Cunuiission to 
inquire into matters connected with the 
Pa. ilia Railway charges. He was as a 
statesman able, honest and ent.rpiising, 
and besides thoroughly reliable.

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BOARD OP TRADE BUSINESS 



The Desirability of The Daily Service 
to the Kraser River Officially 
Recognised Yesterday. 



Rates of Exchange on the Mexican 
Dollar Discussed.— The Railway 
Question Advanced a Stage. 



Tho railway committee of the Board of 
Trade, in whoso hands was left tho entiro 
question of railway connection for Victoria 
with the trans-continental systems, held 
their 6nal meeting yesterday, when com- 
munications were considered from the 
heads of the various through lines to whom 
circular letters had been addressed. A 
definite report was decided upon by the 
committee, and its contents will bo made 
public at a special meeting of the full 
board, to be called for Thursday of this 
week. 

On the conclusion of the committee 
meeting, the Council of the Board assem- 
bled, with the president in the chair, to 
dispose of the month's business. The 
by-laws as amended by the special com- 
mittee, weio read and adopted, and the 
Committee was discharged from further 
attendance. 

Mr. T. S. Futchor addressed tho Board 
as below; 

Victoria, May 28th, 1831. 
F. Ehcorthy, Esq., Secretary of B. C. Board 
of Trade : 

Dear Sir :— I shall bo obliged by your hav- 
ing tho following put buforo tho Hoard at its 
next meeting. Tho Minister of Customs for 
tho Dominion, at presont. Axes tho amount of 
exchange for Mexican dollars irrespective of 
current rates. As a consequence, if too low 
a value is lixed, tho rovonuo suffers, unci when 
tho fixed amount exceeds the current rato, tho 
importor suffers. At the time of writing, tho 
current exchango for Mexican dollars is 7S, 
and until very recently the Customs exchange 
was 70. On making out pupors for goods just 
received from Japan, by tho steamship T.i 
Chow, and presouting thom at tho Cusiom 
House, I found that the rate had been put 
up to 84, by order from Ottawa. Tho papers 
had, In conseiiuenco, to bo brought back and 
worked out at tho new rato. Besides this in- 
creased trouble, there is tho loss through the 
fictitious value of tho Mexican dollar. If tho 
Board should consider this a fit and proper 
subject to adopt and bring beforo tho author- 
ities at Ottawa, may I bo allowed to suggest 
that current rates of oxchange Bhould be 
adopted by tho Customs t Then neither revenue 
nor importeiB would suffer, and when hills of 
exchange were paid at tho hanks, the same 
rate woul follow for clearing at the Customs, 
thus doing away with tho dual system of ex- 
cha " e> md tho inconvenience and delay occa- 
sioned by arbitrary changes from Otsawa.

tPbe Secretary was ordered to direct the 
attention ot the Minister of Customs to the 
numerous complaints, of which Mr. Futch- 
er'3 was one, in regard to the exchange on 
the Mexico n dollar, the Board suggesting 
the desirability, if possible, of inaugurating 
some system approaching that recommend- 
ed in i he communication, a copy of which 
will go to Ottawa with the Secretary's 
letter. * 

A communication from the London (Eng- 
land) Chamber of Commerce was read, ask- 
ing the Board to name a delegnte to repre- 
sent Victoria at the second Congress of 
Chambers of Commerce of the Empire, to be 
held in 1892. This was acknowledged, with 
thanks, the communication to receive imme- 
diate consideration. 

Tho Council decided that the Board will 
this year print its own annual report, it bo- 
ing arranged tosolicit advertising matter to 
make the report self-supporting. 

The passage of a resolution for trans- 
mission to l lie C.P.N. Co., expressive of the 
Board's satisfaction at the establishment of 
the daily service to Fraser river ports, 
brought the meeting to an end, 

FINANCIAL MATTERS. 

In their New York circular of May 23rd, 
Messrs. Henry Clews & Co. say that "bus- 
iness at the St >ck Exchange has continued 
to reflect the effect of past and still continu- 
ed latge exports of gold, transactions hav- 
ing been restricted and the tendency of 
prices downward. As the causes of the ex- 
traordinary shipments of specie are better 
understood, confidence has improved and 
the impression is general that the drain is 
probably nearing its end. Later advices 
from Europe show that the loss of specie is 
not so entirely due to foreign financial and 
political exigencies as has been generally 
supposed on this side the Atlantic. The 
Roth-childs have not yet withdrawn from 
the Russian loan syndic ite, as reported, but 
have merely recommended to the Czar 's 
Government a postponement until affairs in 
Paris have settled into a more normal condi- 
tion. After-effects of the events of last Fall 
continue to appear first in one capital 
and then in another, with the result of 
causing fresh timidity ; and the great 
banks, under such circumstances, seek tu 
fortify themselves by liber.il cash reserves ; 
but the last accounts from Europe show that 
there is no such grave apprehension of si riouB 
monetary or credit disturbances as has been 
supposed to exist at the grcit centres. It 
is no trifling warrant for confidence that we 
have been able to p.y upon demmd our en- 
tire floating indebtedness to Europe, with- 
out a symptom of distress anywhere, and 
with so little effejt upon the value of becui i- 
ties. Still, confidence should not be per- 
mitted to encourage recklessness ; uud pru- 
dent men will not allow themselves to be 
drawn into speculative operations by the 
extraordinary temptations presented by 
exhilarating crop and railway prospects, 
until it is quite clear that the outflow of 
gold has reiched iti end. It cannot at pre- 
sent b-.! said that we are certainly clear of 
the danger of a money market that might 
compel realizing on stocks. It is encourag- 
ing, however, that the batiks continue to make 
lari;e gains of currency in their transactions 
with both tho Sub-Treasury and tho in- 
terior."

RELIGIOUS DISCUSSION. 

Dr. Driver and Samnel P. Putnam will Discuss 
"Christian Belief and Free Thought." 

Several years ago in Chicago the advo- 
cates of Bccular thought issued a challenge 
to Christian ministers to discuss their faith 
with an advocate of free thought. The 
Chicago divines ignored this, and Dwight L. 
Moody wrote to Portland, Or., for Dr.

Resolved, That wo. momboraof tho secular 
union, hereby oxtond D. D. L Moody, tho Rov 
Dr. Driver and Morton Smit h our sincero thanks 
for their participation in and tho candor and 
fairness manifested by them throughout tho 
discussion. 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean, from which the 
above resolutions are extracted, says at the 
close of the discussion Dr. Driver and Mr. 
Watts shook hands in the most friendly way, 
with mutual expressions of respect aud con- 
sideration. 

Dr. Driver also had a half-hour's sharp 
encounter with Col. Ingersoll, at Eugene 
City, Or., after one of the lutter's lectures. 
Some of the Colonel's adherents in this city 
have denied this, but a reporter yesterday 
read letters on the point, which prove that 
such was the case, and that thedoctorproved 
to the Colonel that he was a worthy oppon- 
ent. 

The discussion in Tho Victoria to-night, 
between Dr. Driver und Mr. Putnam will 
undoubtedly prove of great interest, aud a 
Crowded house will be present.

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A GOHDON LETTER. 

To the Editor : Iu the Nanaimo Free 
Press, of the 30th- ult., wo are treated to 
the whole correfpontlence between our 
worthy M.P., D. W. Gordon, Esq., and the 
Department of Militiu and Dofeii3o in 
Ottawa, in regard to the sending tlie 
military to Wellington iu August last. 

Mr. Gordon's letter of August '25, ad- 
dressed to "My dear Uaron," is decidedly a 
gem in its way, in fact, a diamond of the 
hrst water. There is a great deal of pre- 
tended zoul for the honor and interests of 
the Dominion and Provincial Governments, 
but a vast deal more venom and malice 
directed aguiust the Wellington Coal Co. 
D. W. Gordon evidently wrote that letter 
without any definite knowledge of what lie 
undertook to write about. The last sen- 
tence of the second paragraph is u very nice 
specimen of word spinning with neither 
head nor tail to it. It begins with a sub- 
ject without a predicate and ends with a 
predicate without a subject, and 
between the two there is some 
S^waddle about "overawing somo miners 
" who had seen fit in " the exercise 
of their unquestionable right to decline to 
work for u company except on terms that 
they considered exposed them to danger 
and discrimination." That, to say the least 
of it, is a very queer statement. Does Mr. 
Gordon mean tossy that these men declined 
to work for Dunsmulr & Sons, except on 
terms that exposed them to danger and dis- 
crimination (whatever that miy mean)? 
Why, Mr. Gordon would make out his pro- 
topees to bo lunatic-. I think, however, 
that Mr, Gordon would fuin have bis "dear 
Caron" believe tlm t the company were im- 
posing some dreadful terms upon their men, 
wberenB the facts ure all the other way. It 
was the men who were endeavoring to im- 
pose terms upon t lie company, terms the 
company declined to accept. The cleiir 
course, therefore, for the men wus to seek 
for employment elsewhere, if they could get 
it, or to go on with their work as before. 
But the public must understand that when 
all this row got up there were no new terms 
imposed by the company; there was no 
change of conditions. Any change in the 
terms, if there waa any, waa an attempted 
change originated, not in Wellington, but 
sutside of it, and in tho interests of another 
and rival concern. 

In a letter from Col. Holmes, of Sept. 
15, 1890, to Adj. -Gen. of Militia, he says 
that during his stay of two weeks in 
Wellington he "saw nothing to warrant in- 
tervention on the part of the troops." From 
this one would naturally infer that tho cull- 
ing out of the troops was unnecessary and 
consequently a mistake. This is scarcely in 
accordance with Col. Holmes' expression of 
opinion when he came up here. I take it 
that the object of the troops being sent 
here was to prevent the peace from being 
broken, and to protect much valuable 
property from the destruction, wreck and 
ruin with which it was threatened. 

As to the expenses of the expedition, I 
have no doubt Mr. Gordon waa dreadfully 
disappointed when tie was informed that 
the whole was met by the company, and I 
havo no doubt they did so in their usually 
handsome und liberal way. I am sorry, 
however, for Mr. Gordon that he should 
have had this handle of his grievance jug so 
rudely shattered. 

The cool manner in which ho assumes, as 
a matter of course, that the Provincial 
Government press will be on his side, and 
of his way of thinking, is particularly 
amusing. I suppose lie was thinking of the

1 find a beautiful law in Matthew, 
18th chapter, which I acknowledge as tho 
only law, inil how dare we, as church of- 
ficers, members or respectable adherents, 
lay aside this law, und submit our ears to 
be the dumping place of filth, only to add 
our influence to aid in the ruin of the inno- 
cent? I say ruin, as far as they may re- 
card and value the love and esteem of their 
fellow-beings. We have nothing to plead 
on behalf of such baseness, except the law 
of Nature that rules the proud hypocrite. 
" God is love," and His law is do as you 
would bo done by, und, if a matter be lis- 
tened to at all, it can only be on this law, 
laid down in God's work.

Thank (iod if you 
am not a traducer yourself, for remember 
that ever since the world began all who 
have been appointed by God to any great 
usefulness have, OS it were, left their foot- 
prints in blond by tho way, but they re- 
viled not again. Also remember that 
character and reputation ure two distinct 
things, so much so that it frequently hap- 
pens to God's rleir ones, that tho ruin of tho 
one is the purifying and burnishing of tho 
other. Oh I may wo all seek an to under- 
stand truth, that it may not be Baid to us at 
the last : " These ought ye to huve done, 
and not to have left the other undone." Our 
neighbor can at uny moment put a stain on 
our reputation, und wo bo as Innocent as is 
possible for Immunity to be, but our char- 
acter is what wo aro ns known to God und 
ourselves, and no man, woman or devil can 
muko or mar our character ; but, by God's 
grace It can he mudo pure and perfect in 
holiness, and only by our own will und free 
consent can it be mudo a icproaeli to us.

NOTES FROM KOOTENAY. 

(From tho Revelstoke Star.) 

On Tuesday 92 ° in the shade was regis- 
tered by thermometers at Revelstoke. 

Trains are now being run over the Colum- 
bia & Kooteuay railway from Robson to 
Nelson, connecting with tho boats. 

The rails of the Shuswau & Okanagon 
railway are now laid past Epderby, and it 
will not bo long now until Vernon the ter- 
minus is reached. 

The Columbia river is higher at present 
than it has been for years, and the high 
water season is considerably earlier than 
usual. The very warm weather of the pass 
two weeks is responsible for the change. 

George Laforme came down from the Big 
Bend with his pack train, yesterday. He 
reports that la grippe got a hold of all the 
men up there, and they had a hospital time 
generally. He wus very ill himself, .but is 
now almost himself again. Ho says tho 
flats along the river are all flooded, and if 
the water does not subside somewhat he 
will not bo able to go up again for a time. 

The little steamer Marion suddenly dis- 
appeared on Wednesday night, and whether 
sho is at tho bottom of tho river or flouting 
down to Sproat is a matter of conjecture. 
She wus tied up below the Lytton to a large" 
stump. The river undermined this stump, 
and while a wutchman ran for a rope to get 
another lino on the boat, sho broke away 
from her moorings und disappeared iu the 
darkness or water. She muy havo been 
struck by one of the many trees floating 
downstream, and immediately sunk. 

John Stuuber came up from the Lardeau 
oa AioHday, bringing a quantity of furs 
he result of a couple months trapping and 
hunting. Among his pack was one silver- 
tip hear pelt thut measured 6'.' or n ' n e feet 
across in any direction. The bear was not 
very fat, but weighed fully 400 lbs. Thff 
furs were sent to Kumloops, and tho owner 
expects to realize at least $150 on them. 
Mr. Stotuber says he is satisfied the Lardeau 
will come to the front, now that a trail is 
being cut through it, and expects to see a 
hundred prospectors in there this fall. He 
has located seven ledges, and Mr. Haskinssays 
has as many more, assays from the samples 
of which give as good returns as any in the 
country, while the placer diggings of the 
Lardeau are new, and what work has been 
done on them has given excellent results, 
Mr. Stauber taking out lust fall by the most 
primitive methods 16 ounces in six weeki. 
There are some good lands through tho pass 
and several small farms have been taken up 
at Trout and Summit Lukes.

WELL-NAMED. 

The leading article in the Vancouver 
World of Saturday is very appropriately 
beaded "Senseless and Unjustified." Its 
subject matter is senseless detraction of 
Victoria and unjustifiable misrepresenta- 
tion of her commercial position. But it may 
be asked, what could be expected of a 
journal that showed its animus towards 
Victoria by attempting to rub it off the face 
of the globe? Very little, we must admit; 
but it might be thought that a sense of de- 
cency and regard for its own reputation 
would keep it somewhere within or near 
the limits of truth when it made represen- 
tations that could in a very short time, 
and with but little labor, be either veri- 
fied or contradicted by reference to autho- 
ritative official documents. 

The World makes the claim which the 
press of Victoria has been lately preferring 
for justice to this city in the appropria- 
tions for the maintenance of the public 
•ervice, an excuse for a malicious and 
untruthful attack upon Victoria. It asserts 
that the public buildings of this city 
axe quite sulficient for its needs, and, not 
con'ent with uttering this nonsense, it 
o intends that the argument drawn from 
the importance of Victoria as a revenue- 
producing port is not valid, and it passes 
• sweeping censure on all its inhabitants. 
It declare! that "thejVictorians are nothing 
unless unreasonable." This of itself is about 
M senseless a remark as any idiot could 
make. But our contemporary goes further 
and alleges that Victoria is in a state of de- 
«»y. After commenting on the commercial 
aupremacy of the Capital of the Province, it 
says : 

"But tho old state of things is passing 
away, and a new era has dawned upon the 
Province, indicating in the most unmistak- 
able manner that Victoria is to ho shorn of 
its fdory the respects we have referred to. 
Cities, like individuals, sooner or later 
reach the zenith of their power and influ- 
ence, and the fuct that the Customs re- 
ceipts of Victoria, as well as the shipping, 
have been decreasing in proportion .13 those 
of Vancouver and New Westminster in 
cre.ise, is the crowning proof that no longer 
can Victoria lay claim to being impregnable 
and pet at defiance all other parts of the 
Province." 

What the World states here as a "fact" 
and a "crowning proof" can be easily shown 
to be no fact at all, and proves nothing ex 
eept that the World is a shameless 
falsifier. Tho Customs receipts of 
Victoria have not been decreasing 
in proportion as those of Vancouver 
and New Westminster increase. On the 
contrary, Victoria's Customs receipts for 
the last few years show a healthy and mojt 
encouraging increase. The state of its 
trade and its extraordinary increase of 
population prove that Victoria's glory has 
not departed, that its commercial import- 
ance has not yet reached its zenith. If the 
following figures, which we take from the 
Dominion Trade and Navigation Returns, 
appear unduly to accentuate Victoria's 
trade supre naey it must be remembered 
th»t tho fault is not ours. The World has, 
in a sense, compelled us to prove that Vic- 
toria's Customs receipts have not decreased 
in proportion as the Mainland cities have 
increase 1. This is what tho World, in the 
plainest termi inserts, and what we propose 
to show is abmlutely untrue. The follow- 
ing are the Customs receipts of the different 
ports for the last five years :

Hero we see that tho amount collected 
from customs this year already considerably 
exceeds the receipts of last year. This does 
not look as if Victoria had reached its 
zenith of commercial importance. 

The World's article contains a table of 
threo months' trade of the province, and 
draws from its ridiculously insufficient data 
the conclusion that " To Nunaimo must be 
awarded the first position as an export 
point. This is dno to the coal industry, 
which forms a very heavy item in value and 
gross tonnage," and that after making cer 
tain deductions, Vancouver's exports 
will largely exceed those of Victoria. 
This is a misrepresentation of tho grossast 
and most impudent kind. Whether it is 
the result of crass stupidity or shameless 
dishonesty is hardly worth enquiring. No 
ono who desired to give the publican honest 
or even an intelligent idea of the relative 
trade of tho oitics of the province would 
take a part of the year when there was 
within his reach the means of showing how 
they stood relatively during a series of years. 
Victoria courts enquiry into this as well 
as into other subjects relating to her trade 
and commerce. Here are the figures of the 
exports of the ports of the province for five 
years : —

The aLove figures do not show that to 
Nanaimo must be awarded the first position 
as an export point. Nor do they prove that 
Vancouver has the remotest chance of ever 
exceeding Victoria in its exports. The 
trade returns e how that Vancouver exports 
have, notwithstanding the growth of the 
city, actually diminished. In 18SS they 
were valued at $553,539, whereas in 1890 
they are set down at $483,885. If the 
World possessed common prudence or com- 
mon sense it would have said very litt'e, 
indeed, about Vancouver's export trade. 
It must not bo forgotten that the timber 
trade of tho port, and consequently the 
shipping engaged in that trade, have 
not materially increased during the 
last twenty years, or so. The timber 
trade of the harbcr was flourishing 
long before Vancouver had un existence, 
and will continue as long us there is timber 
to send away. We would not have alluded 
to the decline of Vancouver's exports were 
we not forced to do so by the World's 
senseless boast. It is, no doubt, tempor- 
ary, and we hope, next year, to be able to 
chronicle a large increase in the e;cport 
trade of Vancouver. 

The truth is, and tho World well knows 
it, Victoria takes the lead in commerce on 
this side of the Dominion, It was thought 
that when the railroad was completed tho 
trade of Victoria would fall off, and others 
believed that as Vancouver's trade increased 
Victoria's would correspondingly decrease. 
Neither of these forebodings has been 
realized. The work on the railroads has 
long since ceased, hut so well established 
was the trade of Victoria that the cessation 
of railroad construction had very little ef- 
fect on its prosperity. Vancouvor has 
grown and prospered, yet it has not tuken 
away Victoria's trade. That trude has 
gone on increasing, and its volume is, this 
year, greater than ever it wus btforo. The 
poor, small-minded, envious creatures who 
sneered at the "sad, Bad city by tho sea," 
and who expected to rco the grass 
grow in its streets have been disappointed, 
and arc now disgruntled. They were idiotic 
enough to believe that Victoria's ilecny 
meant their prosperity, und they have not 
brains enough to understand how it is pos- 
sible that one city of the province can 
thrive without doing an injury to some 
other city. When these pin-headed, small- 
minded growlers visit Victoria and see. signs 
of progress and prosperity on every hand, 
they cannot believe the evidence of their 
own senses, but after they get home they 
try to get their neighbors and tho rest of 
the world to believe that Victoria can not 
be going ahead, that it must bo getting be- 
hind, and when they cannot find fauts to up- 
hold their theories und predictions they set 
to work to manufacture them. And a fear- 
fully bad job they make of it, us wiine.11 
the Vancouver World's senseless and un- 
jusiifiablc article. Such articles do not 
contribute to tho prosperity of Vancouver. 
They arc much more calculated to do it 
injury. Those who have the welfare of 
Vancouver really at heart should priy to 
be saved from such friends us the Van- 
couver World. 



of the jurisdiction of his own country, and, 
as in the disc in question, outside the juris- 
diction of the world, is none of his country's 
business. An Eug'ishmnn in 110 man's land 
is still an Englishman, and, if ho so elect, 
is still umenablo to English law. If, how- 
ever, he e'ects to set up in business for him- 
self, it is difficult to see where England gets 
tho power to compel him to subscribe to an 
act of Parliament. On the high seas, men 
are umenablo only to international law." 

We have heard somewhere that the deck 
of a ship flying the British flag is regarded 
as British soil, no matter in what part of 
tho world she may be. The doctrino laid 
down by the Times is a comfortable one for 
tho cruel sea captain who, when ho gets 
upon tho high seas, would like very much 
to bo a law unto himself. But if 
he should, acting upon that principle, Bturve 
or ill-treat or maim or murder ono or more 
of tho men uader his command, it would be 
very convenient to tell those who might call 
him to account for his acts that what he 
did on tho high seas was no one's business. 
He would, we think, soon find to his cost, 
as many tyrannical shipmasters have before 
now, that the Government of his country 
considered it its business how he treated 
tho men under his command. In tho same 
way, if sailors out in what the Times calls 
no man's land got tired of obeying orders, 
and came to consider that they, being a law 
unto themselves, had as good a right to tho 
ship and all that it contained as tho owners, 
and some dark night threw the captain 
overboard and killed such of tho officers as 
would not join them, and sailed away to some 
place where, in their opinion, they might 
enjoy their plunder in security, they would 
find that they were laboring under a strong 
delusion. Would finding these men out 
and bringing them to justice be no one's 
business, because they committed murder 
and robbery on the high seas? Our contem- 
porary, if it enquired a little, would learn 
that the Government of Great Britain takes 
oo^niz nee of crimes committed on the 
high seas, and that the British subject 
cannot sail out of the authority and the 
protection of bis government as long us 
the Union Jack flies over his head, or 
can be considered as flying over his head 
Crimes that are committed at sea on a 
British ship are inquired into and pun- 
ished under British laws. There is no 
man's land for a man who sails in a British 
ship. Under the British flag no man 
is a law unto himself. He must obey the 
laws of his country, and tho captain of 
the ship is to a certain extent invested 
with power to enforce those laws. Sailors, 
whether they are of high or low degree, 
are not chartered libertines when they are 
three or threo hundred miles from land. 
Tney arc amenable to the laws 
of their country, not to that 
shadowy, unsubstantial thing, that goes by 
the mime of international law. Tho Times 
is right when it presumes that the Imperial 
Parliament Ims pever to enact a law regard- 
g the hunting of seals, or it would not 
take upon itself to pass Mr. Goschen's luw. 
But as with individuals, so with Parliament. 
All things may be lawful, but all things are 
not expedient. Parliament has the author- 
ity to puss Goschen's law, but it would be 
wrong for Parliament ti enact it if in so do- 
ing it caused injustice to be done to British 
subjects who have not only committed no 
crime but who have been, and urc, useful, 
law abiding subjects of the Queen. Wo do 
not believe that any Order in Council will 
be issued to put the law in force until the 
British Government is satisfied it will not 
inflict undeserved injury on any British 
subject.

Rev. William Pollard. 

For some weeks past the death of Rev. 
William Pollard, one of the oldest Methodist 
ministers in the province of British Colum- 
bia, has been expected, and, yesterday 
afternoon, he was compelled to BUCCUinb to 
the weight of years and the physical ail- 
ments by which he has been afll ctcd. He 
was born in Su-»"X, England, about seventy- 
live years ago, and came to Canada in 1842. 
Previous to h aving his native land ho bad 
been a Wesley.m local preacher, and the 
year of his arrival in the eastern province 
he joined the ministry of the Wes'eyan 
Chuich, in connection with which he served 
in manv of the leading churches, filling most 
acceptably, among ol hers, the pastorate of 
tho church in the city of Quebec, in 1871 
he was sent to British Columbia to take 
charge of this district in connection with 
the authorities of the Missionary Society j 
the health ol the late Rev. E. White, father 
of Rev. J. H. White, having failed, com- 
pelling him to return to Ontario. Mr. Pol- 
lard served a-< pastor of the Pandora street 
church for four years, from which he wui 
trun-feried to New Westminster. During 
his third year's past-irate in the latter circuit 
the condition of his health made it necessary 
that he should desist, from work, und he took 
a superannuated relation which lasted until 
the present time. Tho deceased was an ex- 
cellent preacher and a faithful pastor. His 
sermons worecliaracteriz d by their strength 
and clearness, he being eminent as a <liecip- 
limrian. For several yens ufter Iiih super- 
annuation he occasionally supplied pulpits 
of other churches! by which he was much 
appreciated. Being threatened with pir- 
alysis he finally gave up all pulpit effort 
about four years ago, since which his health 
and strength have visibly declined. Four 
of his daughters were respectively married 
lo Mr. Burgess, Rev. Joseph Hall, Mr. 
Hezekiah G. Hall, and Mr. Gordon F. 
Grant. His only son, Mr. W. Pollard, is a 
member of a prominent law firm at Las An- 
geles. Rev. Mr. Pollard was, for seven 
years, from 1871: to, 1 878, chairman of the 
British Columbia district, and exercised 
considerable influence upon church affairs.

When tho remit- 
tances ceased the mother refrained from 
urging their continuance until she learned 
that lSorgamau intended to marry another 
woman. She then quietly obtained judg- 
meut against the betrayer, and while the 
wedding banquet was being served Bhe 
made her appearance with the writ, and 
caused a bailiff to seize all tho wedding 
presents. The company fled and the fes- 
tivities were brought to a sudden and un- 
happy close. 

AM For M«»h Bankett. 

London, May 31.— A subscription is be- 
ing taken for Miss Nellie Bnskett, the 
young woman whose evidence served to 
bring Captain Vernoy and his fellow con- 
spirators to justice. The young woman is 
dependent, entirely on her own_ resources. 
Sho could have received thousands of pounds 
had she consented not to have appeared 
against Verney, whose family was very 
wealthy, but the authorities found a good 
witness. The subscription already amounts 
to a handsome sum. 

Germany Friendly t» England. 

Berlin, May 31.— Germany hus shown 
her friendliness to England, especially in 
naval matters, in one more respect, namely, 
by allowing two Kuglisn ushcry survey 
steamers certain privileges in the baltic, 
including coaling at Heligoland. 

Corn Unites to be Uciluced. 

London, May 31. — -A dispatch from 
Berlin says that it has been decided to 
reduce the corn duties and that tho Reich- 
stag will be convened next Thursday to 
consider a measure prepared by the govern 
ment for that purpose. 

Terrlllc Dynamite KvplOMlnu. 

Stockholm, May 31. — Twenty-five thou- 
sand dynamite cartridges exploded to-day 
at Falun, causing a shock like an earth 
quake It was felt for a score of miles in all 
directions. The building in which the ex- 
plosive was stored was blown to splinters 
and one man was killed and a number seri- 
ously injured. The structure was in an iso- 
lated location, so that not much damage to 
other properly was inflicted. 

Cornering Corn. 

Vienna, May 31.— It is learned that a 
syndicate of English and American speculat 
ors have bought 30,000,000 marks' worth of 
corn, which they will store at Lubeck. The 
German authorities have made a careful in- 
ventory of the corn supply, and as a result, 
many Russian orders have been counter- 
manded. 

Bishop Downc Preaches In London. 

London, May 31. — Bishop Downe, of 
Albany, preached in St. Paul's Cathedral 
this evening, his sermon being from Acts. 
There was a large attendance and the dis- 
course was well received. The Bishop's 
voice proved equal to tho requirements of 
the cathedral. 



ALMOST CAME TO BLOWS. 

Sullivan and Jackson Have an Encounter In 
a San Francisco Saloon— The Colored 
Pugilist Anxious to Fight. 

San Fuahcisco, May 28.— An affair that 
came close to being a bare-knuckle fight 
occurred in Peter Jackson's saloon, last 
night, when Sullivan and Jacksor met for 
the first time. 

They were angry and their eyes flashed 
as they recognized each othe,r. 

Both were on the verge of a good hard 
round or two, when frieuds interfered und 
separated them as they were pulling off 
their coats to begin. 

It was after midnight, and there were few 
witnesses to the affair. 

The story, as told by one who saw the 
trouble and listened to the conversation, is 
as follows : 

Sullivan, as is his custom after his show 
is over, took in the sights ai.out town, last 
night, with a party of friends, and among 
other places the party visited Peter's saloon. 

Hess, Peter's partner, was behind the bar 
and he recognized Sullivan, and the conver- 
sation soon turned to the recent contest. 

Sullivan began by showing why Corbett 
should have whipped Peter iu shorter order, 
and frequently referred to Peter in very 
abusive terms. "Corbett ought to have 
licked him sooner, and I wish that he hud, 
for I don't like the coon and don't thii.k lie 
is a fighter," said Sullivan. 

It appears that other ears than Hess' 
overheard the conversation, and they be- 
longed to Juckson. 

Jackson had attended the Grcggoins-Tur- 
ner contest, and returning to his saloon had 
gone into one of the side rooms. He heard 
Sullivan's abuse until he could stand it no 
longer. 

Walking out into the bar-room, Jackson 
went directly up to the big fellow and pre- 
tended not no know him, tapped him on the 
shoulder, saying : 

"Look here, young man; you do not 
know what you are talking about. You are 
talking through your hat." 

Sullivan glared at Jackson like a lion, but 
the latter did not flinch. Sullivan evi- 
dently did not know that he was talking to 
Jackson and, giving Pete a contemptuous 
look, roared: 

"Who are you talking to? I don't stand 
such language from your kind ofpeoplc." 

"Well, I am talking to you, and 1 repeat 
that you me talking through your hat," 
was Jackson's determined reply. 

A fight looked imminent at this moment, 
and Sullivan's friends stepped between the 
two men und tried to separate them. 

Jackson, however, would not have it, and 
throwing tho peacemakers aside, ho again 
remarked "You are talking through your 
hat." 

Sullivan began taking off his coat. 

Jackson, quick as a flash, opened his vest 
and was on the point of pulling off his co it 
and vest when friends again crowded about 
Sullivan and induced him to leave the sa- 
loon, and he did not leave it unwillingly, 
either. 

CAREER OF CRIME- 

It Ends In Litndluc a Young Mnn In Sine; 
Sing. 

New York, May 30. — A rcmarkublo 
career of crime ends to-day with the sending 
of David Waldo Pierce to Sing Sing, sen- 
tenced to hard labor for throe years for 
stealing a diamond scarf pin, valued at $2!). 
Picrco is good looking, well educated, 19 
years old, and comes from an excellent Boa 
ton family. Enough indictments are hang- 
ing over him to keep him in jail for tho rest 



of his natural life. His father, a clergy- 
man, is dead. His mother is well off, and 
discarded him, but allowed him suffi- 
cient money to livo on. He came here, 
entered a course of wild dissipation 
with rich young men and soon acquired ex- 
pensive tastes. JHo thenbegau a system of 
petty swindles. To keep up with tho fel- 
lows he ran up large bills ut foshionablo 
tailors and riding schools, sometimes mak- 
ing bogus checks and inducing hotel pro- 
prietors and friends to cash them. About 
one month ago, while intoxicated on the 
street, he was arrested and recognized by 
the police as wanted by a man to whom ho 
had sold a valueless ring for a largo amount, 
and by a young woman from whom ho stole 
a diamond scarf pin. He pleaded guilty to 
the charge and was sentenced as told 
above. Among other villanies he married 
a young girl ana deserted her the next day, 
after stealing her savings.

Johnstown, Pu., May 31. — To-day being 
the second anniversury of tho Johnstown 
flood, tho people of that city were left 
alone with their mourning, the several 
thousand visitors of yesterday having de- 
parted. Hundreds spent the entire day in 
Grand View cemetery, besides the graves 
of their dead, which had been strewn with 
flowers. 

As four o'clock approached, tho fatal 
hour when, two years ago, the waves 
swept away the city, Mayor Rose announced 
the moment and hundreds of mourners 
engaged in silent prayer.

No Order-in-Council would 
issue under tho bill un'ess as urancea were 
obtained that the cond.tion> of the arbitra- 
tion were satisfactory, ; nd caling would be 
prevented except as to the 7,50 i >-eals nccee 
s iry for the natives.

Mr James Perkin', a member of the

who has made tho tour of the Vfiirld in the 
Kmprcsa of India, was a visitor hero at llio 
invitation of tho Mayor to witness the fefcet 
held in celebration of Her M^sty's birth 
day lie hat been south to .San Francisco,

Townsend. He was greatly ati tick with tho 
rapid growth "f those towns, which will in 
a few years h'tvo taken the p'aee t.f forest 
land.

The bill then passed its second reading. 
In the Behritig sea debate, Hon. W. H. 
Smith said the l ill was the result of a desire 
on tho pint of all parties to make an irnica- 
bla arrangement, which was certainly to be 
preferred to more barbarous methods of set- 
tling the ditSculties. The delay in submit- 
ting the question to Parliament hud been 
pai tly due to the illness of the Canadian 
Premier. Mr. Smith expressed his sorrow 
that so valuable a life seemed about to 
end. The consent of the Dominion 
to tbe bill was subject to conditions, 
one being that ships fitted out under the 
British nag for lawful fishing in Behring's 
Sea should bo compensated for any loss 
incurred during the period of prohibition,, 
wh ch would continue until \H\)2, within 
which time it wus expected that tke 
arbitrators would make an award. It ir,u 
not proposed to issue the order unless 
Russia consented to entiro prohibitum. 
There wus eveiy reoson to hope for the co- 
operate n of CanaoVi in making the ne:us- 
sary regulations. He did not urge the 
House to aeeipt I he billon the gtouix&of 
ubs lute right and justice, but a3 a friendly 
act to a frh lidly pou er. 

Sir Win. Hal court agreed that a se iovu 
misunderstanding between England untitbe 
United States would be a great cala niiy, 
and he expressed satisfaction at the cvane 
adopted. He aUo wished to associate hini- 
tc;t with the language of the right lion, 
gentleman reg irding Sir John Maudoualil 

Sir Stavely Hill taid while appiovi jag of 
the arrangement, he thought it a mistake to 
suppose that the seals within Bebrinit'a Sea 
wero in danger of extermination. His in- 
formation showed a l>k< liliood of morfe souls 
this year tlian for a long period. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that Mja Smith 
had referred only to the assent Russia, 
to fv cloae time He understood that Un> 
Geimun flaj; had also been seen in Behring'l 
Sea, and ho hoped tne gnverumapt would 
ascertain tho position of thc ; maiiliino 
powers generally toward tho qui-ation. 

Sir Jus PergBKon said tbe gi>veiniiiint 
had ubuud.nt evidence of the diminitiomnf 
tho seals in recent years, and it was sow 
necessary to prevent the wholesale deal dic- 
tion of the scuX. Arbitration concerned not 
only the riiihta of EnglandJ, the L'jiitcd 
States and Canada, but. aUo> measures for 
the preservation of the seal&v. The mutters 
to be referred to arbitration woro sriil the 
subject of correspondeiico.
